LONDON, Sept. 25.—A_ fierce | 
storm which whipped the North 


Sea pounded the trawler Skegness 
to pieces today on the jagged rocks | 
of Speeton Cliff, near Bridlington, 
and all hope was abandoned for the 
craft’s crew of cleven. 

Coast guardsmen tried in vain to 
rescue the men from the trawler 
with rocket lines, they launched 
three lifeboats in the raging sea, but 
failed to approach the craft. ] 

Later, coast guardsmen standing 
on the cliff-top succeeded in shoot- 
ing a line over the Skegness, but 
there were then no signs of life 
aboard the trawler, and no one!

BAD MANNERS 

With the country in a state of discontent and 
turmoil such as has not been seen before, it was 
perhaps inevitable that there should be an un- 
usual amount of heckling and disturbance at 
political meetings, such as marked and marred 
the meeting addressed by Premier Bennett in 
Vancouver on Monday evening. But this de- 
velopment is none the less regrettable because 
it arises out of unusual conditions, 

Public meetings are held in order that people 
may hear what political leaders have to say to 
them on important issues of the day. That some 
in the audience may not agree with a speaker 
gives them no right to prevent him speaking. 
He is entitled to a fair chance to present his 
views, whatever they may be; and those who 
have come to hear him are certainly entitled 
to a fair chance to do so. 

Creating disturbance is bad manners, and 
hasn't even the excuse of being “good politics” 
since it arouses antagonism to the disturbers 
It is entirely Edmenton’s credit that the 
practice has not been common here.

MAKING THE MONEY FLY 
The Italians are getting their first taste of 
war, in the shape of a national war loan of 
$1,200,000,000. The money will of course be 
spent in wages for the soldiers and for muni- 
tions. Naturally the distribution of this huge 
sum will make times good in Italy for a while 

The second taste will come later, and will 
not be so pleasant. The bonds are to carry 
interest at five per cent. Old bonds now matur- 
ing bear three and a half per cent. The first 
reaction from the war program has been to 
boost interest rates one and a half per cent. The 
War-money mongers are getting their grip 
nicely, and early in the game. 

Hereafter the Italian taxpayers will pay 
$60,000,000 every year for this first item on the 
war program. If } ry repeats they will con- 
tinue to pay it for all time, the bonds never 
being paid off and cancelled.

If it is a fact that a conspiracy was afoot 
to kidnap the Premier and set up a Moscow 
government, the public ought to be told about 
it. Not from a political platform, but in the 
measured languzge of a judicial commission 
having full knowledge of the facts. 

So far from justifying or explaining Mr. 
Guthrie's refusal to permit an investigation, the 
Premier's statement makes it a matter of first 
rate public importance that the investigation 
be held and held without further delay.

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THE WHY OF IT 

The Ottawa Journal thus explains why we 
did it: 

“As we have before pointed out, one-fifth of 
Alberta's population is unemployed, another 
two-fifths is little better off; wages have every- 
where been cut to the limit, the farmers are 
insolvent, and debt and taxation take one-third 
of the provincia] income. When people are in 
that position, to expect sweet reasonableness is 
to expect a drowning man not to grasp at a 
straw but to wait for a tidy sized log to come 
along. 

“But perbaps the cause of the bepuzzlement 
is that, of all things, the people of Alberta should 
choose Social Credit as their hope of deliverance 
from impoverishment and woe. After all, didn't

they have good old Conservative and Liberal 
policies to go for after the failure of the U.F.A. 
government to ease their lot? Why, why, did 
they have to choose this outlandish business 
called Social Credit? 

“Again, we see nothing to be puzzled about 
in this. For years and years the people of 
Alberta have been listening to the blandish- 
ments of the old parties. And where has it got 
them? 

“Besides, do the newspapers and the erudite 
economists and the business men know al! about 
monetary reform? The assumption is one of 
those things which explains why electors go 
radica]. The people saw the province rich in 
goods, but unable to distribute those goods 
equitably. They said that what was physically 
possible ought to be financially possible. Is that 
an unreasonable stand? If it is, public thinking 
is bankrupt. The people of Alberta, naturally 
and logically and humanly, voted for the man 
who said it was financially possible. 

“There is no mystery. The only mystery is 
why some people, in this day and age, presume 
to make a mystery out cf it.” 

All which is not very complimentary to the 
Dominion Government to which the Journal 
has given steady and quite active support dur- 
ing the last five years. To the extent to which 
its description of the plight of the people of 
Alberta is correct, it is a summary of the re- 
action of recent federal policies on conditions 
in this province. 

As to the cynical reference to the “blandish- 
ments of the old parties” and the inquiry where 
these “got” Albertans; the answer stands in the 
record. The one of the old parties which held 
office in Alberta gave this province good gov- 
ernment until 1921. No such conditions as now 
exist prevailed during its regime. It was not 
against an “old party” Government the voters 
rebelled last month, but against the “advanced” 
party which went {nto power fourteen years 
ago, with policies more explicit and almost as 
rosy as those which carried their successors into 
office. “Sweet reasonableness” just couldn't 
stand the combined results of Bennettism 
and U.F.A.-ism.

It looks as if those of us who opposed Alberta 
Social Credit will have to eat our words—and 
enjoy the meal. 

We had always imagined that the banks— 
to whom the province must look for financial 
assistance until the basic dividend plan is in 
operation—would have diffi- 
culty in understanding how 
the scheme would work, and 
would refuse temporary 
assistance unless assured that 
no effort would be made to 
put the basic dividend scheme 
in operation. 

Seemingly we did the 
banks an injustice, under- 
rating both their mental acu- 
men and their altruistic urge. 
The impossible has been ac-

complished. Premier Aberhart announced upon 
his return from the east that the province need 
have no fear of penurious treatment from the 


banks. Better still, they are going to give him 
—so he indicates—both financial and technical 
assistance in putting the basic dividend scheme 
into effect. 

The credit for this triumph belongs wholly 
to the Alberta premier. He said he had met 
officials of the banks at a Canadian Club 
luncheon—the largest in the history of Toronto, 
with visitors from as far afield as Hamilton. He 
says: 

“They—the bankers and bondholders— 
certainly turned the heat on me (American 
prison argot, referring to the electrocution 
of condemned persons), but in the end I 
think they began to see there was reason 
in what we said. 

“As a result we will have the assistance 
of the banks both in financing and imple- 
menting our Social Credit scheme.” 

By a coincidence, before ever the success of 
the Premier in his financial mission was known, 
a convention of northern Liberals meeting in 
the city last Saturday, passed a resolution re- 
questing the Liberal members in. the Legisla- 
ture, in view of the revelations of dire distress 
in the province revealed by the Premier in his 
eastern addresses, not to place any obstacle in 
the way of the early realization of the basic 
dividend scheme. They suggested that the Lib- 
eral Opposition request that the next session 
of the Legislature be called as early as the gov- 
ernment can arrange, so that the payment of 
the basic dividends may commence as quickly 
as possible. 

With the Opposition making no delays and 
placing no obstacles in the way of the govern- 
ment, with the banks willing to supply money 
and give technical assistance to put the basic 
dividend scheme into effect, and with Major 
Douglas ready to fulfill his financial retainer 
and supply the details of a workable basic divi- 
dend plan, there should be an appreciable 
quickening of the time set for the receipt of the 
basic dividends. 


Another school teacher, Dr. L. Ruzicka of 
the High School at Zurich, Switzerland, prom- 
ises to supply the human race with the real 
“Fountain of Youth” at the very time when 
our economic troubles in Alberta promise to 
be settled forever.

He is offering it in unlimited 
quantities to permit chemists and biologists to 
make experimentation on a wholesale scale. 

For many years, surgeons and researchers 
have been at work seeking methods of pro- 
longing the virile powers of the human race. 
Voronoff grafted monkey and goat glands on 
ageing men. Recently he underwent the opera- 
tion himself. A famous Austrian bone-setter 
and manipulative surgeon took a rejuvenative 
operation in order to prolong his life of use- 
fulness. A Broadway chorine attributes her 
youthful pulchritude at the grandmother age 
to surgical aid. Gertrude Atherton uses a simi- 
lar case as the theme «? her novel, “Black 
Oxen.” Of late years, the experimenters have 
been turning to gland foods and glandular 
extracts, which contain the hormones secreted 
by the sex and other glands. 

Dr. Ruzicka says he has produced a power- 
ful male hormone, to which he gives the name 
“osterone,”’ which is fifty times more powerful 
than the two male hormones now in use 
Whereas the hormones now in use can only 
be obtained in limited quantities, he says that 
he can supply osterone in unlimited quantities 

The American Chemical Society is investi- 
gating the Ruzicka discovery. This column will 
keep the customers informed of the develop- 
ments. The tragedy of death is that it usually 
comes at the time when its victims had over- 
come follies and passions, and begun to learn 
how to live.

Ruzicka, if he can prolong the period of mental 
and physical maturity for humankind.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1766, William 
Hey, who had practised law in 
England for 10 years, was appoint- 
ed chief justice of the province 
of Quebec, as all Canada west of 
Gaspe was then known. Fluent 
in the French language, a student 
of the laws of both Britain and 
France, he was a great success at 
Quebec; indeed, it was said of 
him by Mageres that he knew 
more than all his colleagues on 
the Bench put together. After 
nine years his health broke and 
he returned to England, where he 
was soon elected M.P, for Sand- 
wich, in Kent, fis native county, 
where he took advantage of the 
opportunity to inform British

legislators of conditions in Can- 
ada and to interpret to them the 
people of Quebec. > 

Having done so, he came back 
to Canada in the summer of 1775, 


to find that the Americans, under 
Arnold and Montgomery, had in- 
vaded Canada; his health was still 
uncertain; he could not face the 
prospect of a siege, and so he left 
Quebec, never to return; but he 
never ceased to be a defender of 
the French subjects of the king and 
one of the-few Englishmen of his 
time who was able to perceive 
that if fairly treated the French 
of Canada would be an asset to 
the British crown. He was a great 
lawyer, a wise politician, but no 
warrior.

“SANTA CLAUS COMES 
TO TOWN” 


Premier William (Santa Claus) 
Aberhart of Alberta gave Winni- 
peg a demonstration of his re- 
markable vote-getting powers last 
Wednesday night. After his hour 
and a half of oratory, he could 
have been elected for anything 
from dog-catcher to premier by 
the audience at the Walker 
Theatre. Mr. Aberhart says he 
doesn't like politics but it seems 
doubtful if he will ever escape 
now. His talents in that line are 
too conspicuous. He got the best 
hand of any visiting statesman 
to date in this election campaign. 

Some people thought a Winni- 
peg crowd would react to Mr 
Aberhart less warmly than a Cal- 
gary crowd. This theory (based 
perheps on a_ presumption of 
Winnipeg's superior-urban  so- 
phistication) proved unsound. 
When he speaks in the Prophetic 
Bible Institute in his home town, 
Mr. Aberhart puts more stress on 
prayer and hymns, his Jehovah 
complex is more evident and he 
obtains a more reverential hear- 
ing than in Winnipeg. But the 
emotional response is the same 
in both places. If Mr. Aberhart 
were quintuplets, the country 
would have five Social Credit 
government in no time—provid- 
ing the elections took place 
before “$25 a month” had time 
to fade like a morning star in Al- 
berta’s daffodil sky.

one knee by the ropes, across the ring from his own corner. So badly 
had he been beaten, so complete was his thrashing that his eyes were 
opaque, his knee trembled. as he slowly shook his head from side to 
side. Biood from his face was pouring over his chest as he stayed on 
one knee until Referee Arthur Donovan finished the complete 
count of 10. 

Across the ring, Dempsey, in his high-pitched voice, was screaming 
to him, pleading with him to get up, but the magnificently muscled 
playboy, who hadn't flinched once under his terrific castigation, 
couldn't hear him any more than he could the roars from 90,000 
screaming voices, beating down on the ring in thunderous waves you 
could almust feel 


Count Brings Career End 

Over his head swung the final 10, and probably with it the end of 
his career, for he earned close to $300,000 last night and he said he 
was through if he lost. 


Dempsey rushed across the ring, dragged him back to the corner * 


in his arms, in the brief, deadly second of silence that always follows 
the release of su much pent-up emotion. 

Then the crowd broke forth again, this time in a hail of boos, as 
Baer, only three months ago heavyweight champion of the world, 
raised his battered head, looked around him. Apparently the crowd 
thought he had chucked it, had stayed there on one knee when he 
might have risen again for more butchering. He buried his head in a 
towel and staggered from the ring steps, out of a prize ring perhaps 
for the last time, down the aisle, the last trace of clowning and bravado 
for which he was famous, gone 

But he was Max the magrificent in there, for the short time he 
lasted in the face of the greatest charge the chocolate soldier has made 
in his brief professional career. 


Has Marvellous Record 


Twenty-one knockouts in 25 fights, Louis now has scored, and there 
seems no end te the amazing fighting possibilities of the sensation 
from Detroit. 

Only 21, tawny as a mountain lion, this was just another day in 
Joe Louis’ life, though it brought back the million dollar gate that 
everyone thought finished with Rickard. 

Joe, never lifting his gaze from the funny papers, granted Baer's 
every request for special gloves at the Boxing Commission Tuesday, 
went to a friend's home and took a nap, married Marva Trotter, his 
19-year-old fiancee from Chicago at 7 p.m., and climbed into the ring 
very promptly at 10 

They rang the bell on him, and he went to his chores, crouching 
slightly, no hint of an expression around his broad, pink lips, no light 
in his dark eyes. 

He might have been going out there to spar with a friend in the 
back yard, instead of meeting this crisis that guarantees him a shot 
at Jimmy Braddock’s heavyweight title next summer, with the odds 
overwhelmingly. in his favor to win it. 


Left Hand Like Piston 


His left hand was a piston, accurate as though it were running in 
a groove, and as Baer, the huge-shouldered white man, whiter even 
by contrast with the golden chocolate of the Negro’s chin, fenced care- 
fully with him, Joe started his plan of destruction 

His attack never changed. Like a cobra’s heed, his left snapped 
out, out, out, sometimes a half dozen times in a row, sometimes a 
dozen and always Baer’s curly black head, derisively grinning face, 
was right in the middle of the other end of it 

Once Baer’s head was poked back far encugh, once Baer was up 
out of his slight crouch, in flashed Joe's left hook, deadly accurate as 
the flick of a black-snake whip. F 

Half way through the first round, Baer’s features began to give 
way. The first left hook that smashed into his face drew a trickle 
of blood from the nose. Then a right bashed full on Max's lips, and 
blood started there. At the end it not only covered Baer’s face and 
chest, but it flecked and smeared dark against the tan of the Negro’'s 


skin. 


Maxie Is Condescending 

Baer loosed one barrage of punches that stung Louis in the first 
round, and as the bell rang the majestically statured white man, 
grinning, patted Joe condescendingly on the shoulder, sending him to 


his corner. Only once more did Baer ever figure prominently in the 


battle. 

In the second round, after Louis, slowly increasing his power and 
drive, had flailed the former champion unmercifully along the ropes, 
Baer suddenly woke up just before the bell sounded. 

Just out of his own corner, with Dempsey’s screaming instructions 
still ringing clear in his ears, he drew back, his lips in a snarl, pinned 
Louis to the ropes, and unleashed a terrific two-fisted volley, the 
onslaught he said he'd make from the opening bell to the last. 

He caught Joe a terrific left hook on the chin, then a right to the 
head, then another left, then two smashes in the body, as the bell rang. 
Max wovldn't stop. He slugged murderously at the Negro’s body. 
Referee Donovan leeped across the ring, hauled him off. 


Answers Big Question 

Louis straightened, never a muscle of his face changing that set, 
even look. He walked springily to his corner, and right there he had 
answered, for a long time to come, the question his few critics have 
asked—could he take it? There wasn't even a bristle disturbed on 


his kinky head. 

Baer paid for that in the third round, and again in the fourth. On 
the far side of the ring, across from the Californian’s corner, Louis 
caught Baer on the ropes. 

He burst into action again, like 4 machine gun, pouring lefts and 
rights into Max’s blood-smeared face. Max took a half dozen, then 
his grin faded, his face went blank, he sank to the floor, took “nine” 
resting on his knees,

But 
I know I had him going when I 
found he couldn't take those left 
hooks in the first round. I kept 
him off balance with them all 
night. You all saw it.” 

Joe frankly acknowledged Baer 
was three times tougher for him 
than Primo Carnera.
